than this was the spectacle of lions hunt- 
ing hares, catching them, and carrying 
the prey in their mouths, unhurt, to then-

this wonderful fashion, and praised him 
highly for his skill The man answered 
v, ith as pretty a compliment as ever I 
heard.

TO SAMARCAND. 


AD Important Etent In th« Old World's 


History—A«l» to Beatrakan to Commer- 
cial AitMty—Modern ClvlUi»tlol> Beach- 


Ing the Oriental*. 


An Important event In the Old World's 


history has been the completion by Russia 
of a narrow gauge railway from Oren- 
burg iu the Tranaeasplan province, to 
tfamarcand. Ibe "holy" Mohammedan city 
of Bokhara or western Turkestan. The 
shrill shriek of the locomotive within 850. 
miles of the gates of Herat and within, 
too, about 600 milea of the northwestern 
military frontier of British India, la an 
event to give pause to the observant pub- 
licist in all lauds, just as surely as It will 
arouse another spasm of terror and de- 
spair among our British cousins, especially 
of the Jingo faith in politics. 


The appearance by roil of the Russians 


wit inn com paiatiTely easy campaign dis-

%a is unquestionably, as affairs stand, • 
menace to the British Indian empire.

It 
certainly threatens, a*a near possibility, 
the independence of Persia, and if so, the 
possible and probable absorption of Beelo- 
chistsn on the Persian gulf 
But the 


military character of the situation will be 
found, wlien analyzed, to be the smaller 
factor In it 


Without doubt Eussia has driven this 


little track across the Merv desert to the 
east of the Caspian sea and over the fer- 
tile plains or prories of Bokhara for a 
military purpose 
But on Its existence 


Russia can have bnt slight hope, as any 
one can Bee who has any experience ill 
military matters, of making it the means 
of precipitating operations against the 
British power In India. There i? hi the 
Russian Caucasus bnt one railroad, and in 
the adjacent parts of European Russia 
but one other well equipped road on which 
troopa to any number could be moved to 
the shores of the Caspian 
The fleet on 


that inland water is quite large and could 
be rapidly made available for military 
transportation 
tt has beet, reported that 


at least one thousand vessels navigate 
that sea. of which one half are steamers 
of considerable tonnage 
The railroad 


east of the Caspian, which is uow at 
Samarcand. 800 miles beyond the sea, and 
the petroleum fields which have created 
its large marine, is but a poorly equipped 
road 
It will not cany over fifty 


tons per train, according to David Ker 
and other travelers 
Its cost Is said not 


to have exceeded 86,000 roubles per mile 
—that IB to say, about $18,000 In our 
money 
A bora statement of the fact 


that this Samarcand Caspian road Is of 
the character indicated shows quite plainly 
that the Russian war office, which is ably 
directed and understands of necessity the 
science of logistics, especially in view of 
the territorial difficulties they must over 
come in all their movements, can havo 
no idea of precipitating an army on Brit- 
ish India 
All Russia can do now in a 


hostile sense by means of this new rail- 
road of hers is to annoy the Anglo-Indian 
empire, and prevent, perhaps, that full 
concentration about Conbtantinople which 
Britisb statesmen are now likely to deem 
most desirable 


In other and more importantly perma- 


nent ways the entrance of the locomotive 
Into the ancient capital of Timour, the 
Tartar, is a matter of first class Import- 
ance 
It 13 far more likely to tell, and 


very early too, in favor of the peaceful 
and material development and rehabilia- 
tion of central Asia than to * he provoking 
of more bloodshed. It will of course con- 
centrate Russian power by its existence, 
and it will also focalize the diplomacy of 
Intrigues which its ambition created, at 
this new center, one thousand miles be- 
yond the Transcaspian province, now 
wholly secure in the hands of its perma- 
nent army of 100,000 Russian soldiers. 
From Samarcand will go and to it will 
come the agents who will bring all Turk- 
ish nomads to the Russian standard, who 
will plot and cabal in Persia, who will ex- 
plore Thibet and the great Himalayan 
plateau, who will press forward into the 
northwest among the Mussulman Chinese 
of tbe empire of China, and also those 
who will in one way and another creep 
into British India, with the view of fo- 
menting disaffection there among the vast 
native population, which it is conceded 
by all is sufficiently disturbed to be good 
material for such operations 


All this presupposes that neither the 


sagacious and able Anglo Indian soldiers 
and statesmen, nor the very astute rulers 
of the vast Celestial nationality, will do

GOVERNMENT CLOTHING STORES. 


United State* Soldier* ljppU*d •• OW* 


PrlcM with Oo*d Good*. 


The hrgest clothing, boot and ihoe 


store hi vhia country is ran by the United 
States, though they sell things down at 
cost prices, and then ia no proflt in It 
Every army recruiting station Is a branch 
store where supplies are dealt out. It U 
different from ordinary stores, In that th» 
United States treasury forntuhe* the 
money that buys the boot*, hats, blanket* 
and clothes, and the money that buys 
from the United States also comes from 
the treasury. Besides bis pay each sol- 
dier In the regular army has an allowance 
for clothing which varies from $178.88 to 
$228.411 for his five yens' term. This Is 
only from $35.77 to <«.fle»T«*r. If the 
soldiers had to go around and buy tMr 
own clothing at ordinary rates they would 
not have aJiew coat more than once every 
other yea/' and they would hare to tletp 
in their underclothes to ke«p warm. 


So the United States has gone into the 


business of supplying their ordinary 
things to soldiers at the bottom prica at 
which the contracts for them can b» 
made. There is no rent, nor salesmen's 
salaries, nor Insurance, nor profit to b» 
paid by the government. As a result the 
prices at which clothing is sold to the 
soldiers are so low that many working- 
men who are paid four times as much 
wages as the soldiers are not clad at well. 
The blue coats cost $8 8a They «re made 
of good material, well cut, and are better 
fitting than the uniform of the average 
policeman, for which he pays several 
times what the soldier pays. His caps 
cost forty-nine cents. His stockings cost 
nine cents a pair, and they are better than 
the Bowery stores sell for a quarter, while 
the forty-nine cent caps are as good as 
any man could want. 
For hl» Mue 


trousers the soldier pap $8. Th»v an 
so cheap that he can buy half a down 
pairs with his month's pay, which is more 
than many young men who look down on 
soldiers can do. 
The two bits of extravagance are the 


flannel shirts and tho blankets. The shirts 
cost thirty-eight cents more than the 
trousers, but they are as good shirts as 
can be bought at any price, and they do 
not shrink Into a woolly ball when they

are washed. The blankets are Bold for 
$4 28. It is easy enough to go to almost 
any dry goods shop and buy cheaper 
blankets than the soldiers have, bnt these 
blankets are wool and weigh six pounds. 
One pair of them is enough In cold 
weather, and they are wanner than 
several pairs of cheap blanket!. The 
United States consider the health of their 
soldiers, and though they economize on 
the caps and trousers, they eu—'- •"— 
best woolen shirts and blankets. 


There are various kinds of shoes that 


sell from $1 76 to $8.04. Then there are 
heavy stockings that sell for more than 
the nlns cents that summer atoclOngs 
bring. There are underclothes for sale 
that are of such a good quality that the 
officers often wear them in preference to 
the underclothing that they can buy in 
the usual way. 
The United States go further, and sup- 


ply all the necessities of the soldiers at 
cost prices, and their cost rates are fre- 
quently lower than those at which a pri- 
vate storekeeper could buy, as the Cnlted 
States buy In large quantities and are 
sure pay It also tends to increase a man- 
ufacturer's outside trade if he gets large 
garment contracts, and a big manufact- 
urer with a large stock on hand can 
afford to sell to the United States at cost. 
If he sold at the same rate to private 
sellers they might cut retail rates, while 
the United States sell to nobody but 
soldiers. 
When a recruit ia sworn in the sergeant 


takes him into the clothing room and fits 
him up with » full outfit. The cost of it 
is taken from his pay, though at the rates 
at which the government sells it does not 
take him long to pay up. No one may 
buy clothing to this way from the govern- 
ment except soldiers, and it Is a crime for 
any clothing to be given or sold to any 
one else 
If the government were to mil 


to everybody at the same rate the busi- 
ness of the furnishing goods stores In the 
neighborhood of recruiting stations would 
be ruined —New York Sun.

Men and women who seriously take up 


the business of verse writing should, li 
my opinion, declare to themselves that 
they will write nothing but 
perfect 


rhymes. They may not be able to turn off 
good poetry, judged by the highest stand- 
ards, their verse may halt now and then, 
owing to a defective ear; the metaphors 
they use may be hackneyed, their rhetoric 
far fetched or milk and watery, their style 
a poor, pale Imitation of that particular 
master whom. In their reading, they have 
most lived with and loved. AU tma may 
be, for reasons, beyond their power of 
remedy. 


But one thing they can do, and should 


do always, namely, see to It that their 
rhymes are not false rhymes, or rhymes 
for the eye alone, bnt true ear rhymes, 
where there is an actual agreement end 
consonance of sound. Hardly any poet- 
aster alive Is incapable of knowing such a 
rhyme when he sees it or, by the mind's 
ear, hears it. A poem Is, after all, and 
primarily, a musical production, hence 
any falling short of its musical demands 
Injures the poem by just so much, and the 
rhyme at the end of the line is one of the 
most distinct and well known methods of 
securing this desired music.—Richard E.

23,000, and In 1835, 45,000; 1840 
does not quite reach 100,000, but 1845 
goes over that figure up to 114,000 Prom 
that date the tide has risen higher, and 
constantly higher, with only occasional 
ebbing 
In 1855 there were over 200,- 


000 
In 1870 over 800,000. In 1872 over 


400.000 
In 1883, 788,962. This was the

The 


effect of pouring such a vast bulk of for- 
eijn people, with foreign ideas, into our 
land, has been newly as great on our- 
selves as on them. Our institutions have 
been largely modified, and are In danger 
of still greater modifications.—Globe- 
Democrat.

BloomingtonPemr'asrcyjft: The Illi- 


nois Weeleyan University is just receiv- 
ing apparatus for their new chemical lab- 
ratary. For years past they have had a 
labratory there, but they have been ham- 
pered by lack of means and have been 
greatly retarded in the work that they 
could have done, had they had the neces- 
sary outfit and apparatus. Mr. D. S. 
Shellabarger, of Decatnr, has now made 
it possible for this university to success- 
fully compete with any like institution 
in the west in the eompletenMS and tho- 
roughness of its labratory work. 


Home time ago Mr. Shellabarger 


placed at the disposition of Dr. AVilder a 
sufficient sum of money to purchase a 
complete outfit for making quantitative 
mineral analysis, alkalimetry, acidimetry, 
wat<*, milk and butter analysis, and for 
the organic analysis ot sugars, soils and 
for volumetric analysis. This institution 
has always done qualitative analysis, and 
now will make more of a specia.ty of 
quantitative work. The new labratory is 
very elegantly fitted up, and contains 
working places for twelve students. Each 
student has the sole use of two large 
drawers, one closet, tbree gas acd four 
water cocks, In the same room there -is 
also a large condenser and a fume case 
for handling noiious or unpleasant 
smelling gases. 
Among the new apparatus are a bal- 


ance, which was imported from Germany 
at a cost of 8127, graduated flasks, meas- 
ures, lamps, and the whole paraphernalia 
of a first class labratory, including a full 
supply of acids, chemicals, etc. This lab- 
ratory, and of the most complete in the 
west, will be known as the D. S. Shella- 
barger labratory of the Isaac Funk pro- 
fessorship, and "will be complete by neit 
week.

Westbrook was on the 
stand for a half hour this morning and 
told hia story of the affray. The argu- 
ments are now in progress. L D, Walker 
and L B. Mills will follow A. G. Webber, 
and L A, Buckingham will closd.

H. W. Crow, Blue Mound, examined by Mr. 


Walker: Knew ot the stabbing; saw Westbrook 
a few minutes after Kie tight, he was In my office 
about halt an hou-; I saw a bruised place In 
the edge of his hair Bhove left eye, and some 
bruises on his head. Did not notice any Wood 
on his clothes; saw some blood on his hand. 


Cross-eiamlned by Webber: Do not know 


whether the blood on his hand was from Gross's 
body or his own. 


Luclen L. Wood, of Blue Mound, examined by 


Mills: Was subpanied by the People: was a 
witness for prosecution Jn former'" trial. Ke- 
member the cutting of Gross; It was onthead 
day of July, '87.

Cross-examined by Buckingham: I was sub-

I stood five feet 
from northeast corner of elevator: the other 
corner of the elevator was southeast. 


Dr. A. C. Foster, examined by Mr. Walker

ceived the blow »t the beginning of the struggle 
aud went through all the fight as described, anc 
then walked a hundred feet? Answer: "It 
might have been possible, but not probable." If 
the thrust was made straight out and instantly 
it Is not llkyly that there would have been an) 
blood on the hand, 
Cross-examined by,Webber: Never knew a cut 
just like Westbrooks; cannot designate a case 
like Gross's, wherein the wounded man coul< 
not go through what Gross did. There was one 
intercostal artery severed; an ordinary inhala- 


on will force the blood out. 
Dr. J. L. Pratt, of Blue Mound, examined bj 
Illls: Was at post mortem examination: am 
cquaintett with the nature and character of the 
•ound; from the character of the wound am 
Is physical ability, I think his physical strengt! 
•ould have been greatly impaired by the shock 
esuliant from the wound; my judgment is that 
e could not have received that wound In the 
eglnnlng of the struggle and gone through 
vhat he did; it was too much for him to stand. 
Us hand could not have filled with blood from a 
sudden thrust of the knife; the blood might 
aave got in his hand after the Knife was with- 
drawn ; his hand would have more likely filled 
vith blood If the thrust was made from below 
wlille they were ou the ground than It would If 
he thrust was made straight out while they 
rere standing up.

Shwp Herding In New Mexico. 


At daybreak the flock gets up—each 


sheep op«ning himself to erectness, much 
after the fashion of a fonr bladed jack- 
knife—aid begins grazing. The shepherd 
has to nnlimber himself then, also, and 
after breakfast his monotonous routine 
begins again. In winter he has an un- 
mistakably tough time. Fearful storms 
and hungry beasts scatter his sheep to the 
four winds of heaven, and he has to hunt 
them up at all hours of day and night and 
brine them together again. 
Instead of 


the firm gummar sward of New Mexico for 
trumping ground, he ia np to his knees in 
mud. or to his waist in snow, altogether 
too often for comfort. 
He lives in 


snow, hail, faleet and 
razor 
edged 


winds 
His flock is like a thousand 


babies, just beginning to walk—that 
is, in the amount of care 
required. 


The shepherd has to take them to the 
be?t grazing place lest they starve to 
death. Sometimes they are caught in a 
scow so heavy that he has to go oS and 
get a band of horses or cattle, drive them 
through the drifts and thus make a path 
through which tha sheep may emerge to 
lower valleys. 
When ihe grasa is too 


deeply covered ho has to cut down pinon 
trees, upon whosa piney needles the sheep 
browse greedlily 
When there are sick or 


exhausted sheep that tie down and will 
not budge, he has to take a grip hi their 
wool, lift them to their feet and shove them 
along—perhaps carry them hi his arms, 


lie was to keep tbe flock constantly 


changing base, that they may uot stop 
twice on the same ground and thus breed 
disease. The general yearly range of a 
flock of sheep is within a radius of thirty 
miles, and up and dovn and across this 
area the shepherds keep shifting them. 
When there is snow on the ground the 
sheep drink no water, but the burros of 
the pack are not so conveniently consti- 
tuted, and would die of thirst if the shep- 
herds did not melt snow for them to drink. 
In the east sheep have to be "salted," but 
bore in place of salt they eat alkali, and 
once n month the shepherds take them 
down to some water course, along whose 
banks they End abundance of this abomi- 
nable stuff, nhich I believe would forever 
bankrupt tbe internal economy of any 
other animal.—New Meilco Cor. Globe- 
Democrat.

was noted for its coolness, the thermom 
eter very seldom getting above 85 degs., 
and we did not reach the top wave of ther- 
mnlity again until 1874. when it was el 
tremely hot 
The following summer was 


cold to a remarkable degree 
From then 


on the summers grew gradually warmer 
until 1B81, which was excessively hot anc 
very dry. no rain falling for over nini 
wueks "and there were more sunstrokes 
that summer than there has been in al 
tha summers since 


The summer of 1883 was quite cold; a 


few flakes ot snow fell on the morning o 
July 4. followed by hall tn the afternoon 
and during the rest of the mcnth anc 
through the month of August the tern 
peratura was so low that overcoats were 
necebsary for comfort, particularly a' 
night 
The summers since 1S83 havi 


grown warmer, and last summer was a 
moderately hot one, but unless all signs 
fail the coming summer will be the cli 
max of the cycle, and a hot, dry season 
may be expected.—Indiana Pharmacist

similar nature, and a recent collision near 
Birkenhead Kag., between two trains Ut 
with compressed gas was unaccompanied 
by auy explosion 
At the time of the col- 


lision between the Hoylake and Mersey 
tuniif! trains the gas m the latter was 
alight 
The gaa cylinders of the smashed 


coaclies were taken from the debris and 
tested to a pressure of 150 pounds per 
square inch, and they were found to be 
entirely uninjured beyond a few severe 
dents 
The gas fittings of the remaining 


portions of both trains had uot suffered 
in the least through the collision, and, 
with the exception ot those in the smashed 
cars, uot a single lamp glass was broken 
In either tram.—Scientific American
